400,000 contributors --- allin order 
lo str Americn to acuen.

ACCORDING to some scholars, 
the Jewish establishment spent 
more ume trying lo undermine the 
Bergson group thin they ahd in 
fighting the State Department, 
which blacked cescue effurts in the 
entieal years 1942-45. Today, the 
Bergson group is generally credited 
as being responsible for the creation 
in [944 of the War Refugee Board, 
an independent presidential agency 
which rescued over 100,000 Jews 
{Raoul Wallenberg, the Swedish 
diplomat who sived thopsandy of 
Hungariin Jews, was one of the 
board's emissuries.] 

In an article on the Kook group's 
role in gelling Roosevelt to set up 
the WRB, published in Middreans 


fist Apni, blighw Matz describes | 


Kook-Bergsun’s appearances 
befure the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee in November 1941, and 
the intense hostilily of the panel's 


Jewish chairman -— Congresstian 
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Sel Bloom - to him and his 
proposals. Bloom's Friend, Rabbi 
Woe, who also testified at the hear- 
igs, ubstructed the cfforts of the 
Imergency Commeltee, as 
Bennon’s group was then culled 

Roth Wise and the Jewish 
Agency's De, Nahum Goldmann 
continually attacked Bergson. Ina 
cankdental State Department 
Memoraindam of Conversation 
dated May 19. 1944, Goldmiunn 
quoted Wise us saying that he 
“reeirded Bergson as equally as 
great an enemy of the Jews as 
hier, for the reason that his ac- 
tivites could only lead to increased 
anti-Semiusny” in America. 

When this dvcument was declas- 
sifivd a few years ago, says Hillel 
Kook, he understood for the first 
lime “the depth of paralysis and 
Fear" that infected Jewish leaders, 
preventing the Jewish “and even the 
Zion’ leadership from doing 
enough to mobilize politically for a 
rescue effort, “(instead af pressuring 
the US. government, Nuhuin Gald- 
enini and bis fneads treed to under. 
Nine our campaign to save Jews.” 

In February 1943. after the 
Bergson group tovk full-page news- 
paper ads announcing that 70,000 
Rumanian Jews were “Fur Sale at 
δ, Wise issued ἃ state: 
Mien stacking the Limergency 
Cunmittce anc saying Unat there 
had been no “official” confirma. 
tion. The Jewish Agency in London 
also denied the Runtanian offer of 
THU Jews for $1.5 milion, Δυ- 
cording to Kouk, post-war dacu- 
ments cuntien that the Agency did 
teveive the offer. 

The newspaper ads wero tea Π.- 
tint for the Jewish establishment, 
but they were extremely cifective.

In an interview with Doron 
Rosenblum) of Ha'aretz several 
years ago, Kook said that Begin was 
the “right man in the right place” 
and that he fulfilled his task as Irgun 


If you talk 
ahout the need for a constitution, 
aboul ἃ sepiration of religion and 
nationality, people don't know what 
yuu're Gilking about,” says the man 
who cyined the phrase “post- 
Zionism” in 1947, 

Kuuk sees himself as Jabutinsky’s 
spiritual heir, and his ideas were 
shared by Jubolinsky's son Eri, his 
close friend. “Jabotinsky would 


. have come to this idea of separation 


of religion and nationality," in 
which the state apparatus must be 
Secutarized, Kook suys, and the 
Jewish religion shoutd not remain a 
component of the political and 
party system. He also believes Rav 
Kovk would have been for the 
sepiration of religion and 
nationility for reasons of pikuah 
aefesh, saving life. 

“Jabotinsky used (o say that 
Zivnism is one word — normalcy, a 
fundamental change in the ex- 
istence of the Jewish people; you 
vould’ sepurite the religion from 
the nation because there was no 
sovereignty. Jabotinsky's idea was 
lu establish a Jewish nation-state to 
which all Jews whe wanted to could 
go, The others would be assimilated 
— I say integrated — into the na- 
tions in which they live, retaining 
their religious Jewish identity and 
nation Jewish identity passively, 
ἮΝ an ethnic origin.” 

‘Rook's ideus are wide-ranging 
and cunt he pigeon-huled as leftist 
or, rightist, but Jabotinsky remains 
the source of his inspiration — 
although he has "updated" his men- 
tor, 

Some people confuse ‘Kook's 
ideus with those-of the Canaanites, 


whom he despises. “The Canaanites - 


don't rogard themselves as Jews and 
believe that the nation that evolved 
here isa: new nation,” he says. 
Kouk's beliefs are “the exact op-

“But in the course of time, he ac- 
tually derailed the Irgun — he 
changed it from ia revolutionary 
novement to the ‘violent.arm’ of 
the Jewish Agency.

posite... We are Jews — we see the 
continuily of Jewish history and 
relations to [srael. The Israeli na- 
lion is the political heir of the 
Jewish peaple." ἕ 


HERE ARE some of Hillel Kook’s 
ideus on the Palestinians, identity 
and religion, and relations between 
the US. and Israel: 


O The Palestinians: “The Palestinian 
problem has to be faced squarely 
and realistically. There is a Palesti- 
nian people. [ see no reason to con- 
tinue cluiming that there is no such 
People. At the same time, Israel 
claims that there is a Jordanian peo- 
ple, when in fact there isn't. There is 
ἃ Jordanian state and a Palestinian 
People. 

“Jordan, formerly Transjordan, is 
Part of Palestine. We can reach 
Peace with the Palestinians first of 
all by recognizing them unilaterally 
as a people and offering to partition 
the historic Mandatory Palestine 
between the two peoples occupying 
it. It is in our national interest to do 
50. 
“The Israel government should 
launch an energetic peace offensive 
towurds the Palestinians, recogniz- 
ing their existence as a people. 
That's what they want, that's what 
we don't do, 

“After the recognition, Israel 
should’ endeavour to convene a 
Pence conference which would 
work from the premise that in the 
lerritory of Palestine there are two 
Nation-stales — Israel, and 
Palestine, which. is now called 
Jordan. The, peace conference 
should aim to transform the conflict 


‘into a-boundary dispute between 


{he .two nations. They would 
negotiate a’settlement over the dis- 
puted territory which ctianged 


real government of change.” 


“What worries me." Kook says 
today, “is that Begin repeats the 
same piallern of muking 
demonstrative gestures without 
weighing the consequences. Whal- 
ever he does in foreign policy 
is dune for domestic reasons. He’sa 
brilliant politician — the ultimate 
Politician. This latest undignified 
outburst appeals to people. The US. 
deserved a rebuke, but not an 
hysterical tirade." 

The man Begin ance called 
friend, and brother in spirit, thought 
and blood, has observed the prime 
Minister's stratagems for over 30 
yeurs, “Begin is a total egocentric," 
Kook says, “He's by no means 
crazy.” But Kook fears that his 
Policies will cause a great cleavage 
among the Jews. 

“LT don't believe we have the 
mural right to force our national 
identity on the Jews of the world, In 
Begin’s hirangue against the 
Americun government, he suid ‘You 
won't frighten the great Jewish 
community of the United States." 
Who chose him as a spokesman for 
thal community? When he became 
prime minister, they had a litde 
ceremony and he toasted 42 Yisrael 
in Israel und ‘in the Diaspora — in 
other words, he proclaimed himself 
prime minister of all the Jewish peo- 
ple in the world.” 


THE PATTERN of behaviour 
Kook discerns in Begin — 
ceremony before substance — is ex- 
emplified in the Altalena incident, a 
turning-point in Israel's history. 

The arms ship Altalena 
(Jubotinsky's literary pseudonym) 
was financed and organized by 
Kook's Hebrew Committee of 
Nutional Liberation. 


In June 1948, two weeks after the 


“L think it's a disaster to equate 
the Palestinians with the PLO. The 
PLO has only attained its political 
power because we don't give the 
Palestinians an alternative. 

“In order to achieve a settlement 
there can only be two entities. 
There's no room in the territory of 
Palestine for three states. Which is 
easiest — lo eliminate Israel, to 
destroy all the Palestinians, or to 
chinge the name of Jordan? Hus- 
sein himself, in an interview with 
Nouvelle Observateur in July 1967, 
launched a trial balloon. He said, 
‘I'm thinking of abolishing the 
monarchy, of changing the name of 


my country to Palestine and becom- ἡ 


ing its first president." 

“When the Kingdom of Trans- 
jordan was estublished in 1946 — 
not in 1922, as some people think — 
King Abdullah wanted to call it the 
Kingdom of Palestine, but the 
British wouldn’t let him. 

“A Palestinian state on the West 
Bunk alone wouldn't solve the 
problem but only exacerbate it. it 
doesn’t bother me if the Palestinians 
gel a stale on ‘Both Sides of the 
Jordan’ (Jabotinsky's song}, In- 
cluding part of a demilitarized West 
Bank, so that Israel can have ἃ 
secure, viable national existence on 
one side of the river. 

“I believe we can achieve peace 
between us. ['m even utopian 
enough -to believe that somewhere 
along the road we can be allies. 
ΓΙ Identity and, religion: “No one 
confuses the words Christian and 
Christianity with the word 
American. In Israel, people are con- 
fused about the word Jewish — it's 4

“I'm an Israeli national by right 
and by choice, and anyone who says 
it's my duty to be an Israeli | regard 
aS an enemy, trying to deprive me of 
my rights. Kissinger and the 
Lubavitcher Rebbe are Americans 
by choice, 

“There is no exile, The exile 
ended on May 14, 1948, when Israel 
was established and the Jews of the 
world knew ils gates were open, The 
fact that in the 34th year of Israel's 
existence we lalk about the Galut 
and exile is part of the general con- 
fusion which dominates our 
pulitical life. 

“You cannot force Israeli 
national allegiance upon the Jews of 
the world. 

“{n 1945, when the UN was 
created, the Hebrew Commitree 
sent a delegation to ask for 
membership for the Hebrew — the 
Israeli — nation. The Jewish 
Agency sought recognition of the 
Jewish People. There were Jewish 
delegates in 20 of the 50 delegations 
there. On behalf of which Jewish 
nation was the Agency speaking? 
This is not a quibble. 

“The question of Gush Emunim 
relates to basic issues of identity. If 
Israel is a Jewish theocratic 
religious βίαια, then you have no 
choice but to abide by the rules of 
religion — as Professor Yeshayahu 
Leibowitz says, Jews have no rights, 
they have only duties. The Jewish 
religion is not exactly a democratic 
manifesto — it just tells you what to 
do, it doesn’t tell you what your 
rights are, 

“We cannot for long have a state 
without defining politically the na- 
tion it belongs to — Israel belongs 
to the Israeli nation, and it’s time 
for that nation to be recognized by a 
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het aur tirst but our last ship, Begin 
would he setting a precedent of dis- 
erimination within the IDF, which [ 
thought was destructive.

“Israelis not only are con- 
fused about their own identity but 
also about American-Jewish iden- 
tity, American Jews are proud οἱ 
their ancestry, but they are 
Americans, just like other 
Americans who are Catholic or of 
Greek ancestry. an 

“There is a very scrious erosion in 
U.S.-[srueli relations that has been 
going on since the 1973 war. For- 
tunately, the political system in 
America works very slowly — to the 
average American, Israel is not a 
burning issue. But it is becoming 
one, With Begin in power, it will 
continue to get worse, for his 
government, like previous ones, 
grossly exaggerates the influence of 
the U.S, Jewish community.

The difference, he said. was 
that although Golda undoubtedly 
was a leader ermanuting authority by 
virtue of her commanding per- 
sonalily, she headed a body of 
ministers with years of experience 
in government. 

Under Golda, there were 561 pat- 
terns of policy-making, Shemtov 
stressed. “| can't recall even asingle 
1 instance of Golda making a major 
policy decision on her own. She 
always held consultations and 
would hear what her fellow 
ministers had to say, and only after 
that, the cabinet nude its decision. 
She would never have behaved like 
Begin does wiih his cabinet on is- 
sues of cardinal importance.”

‘We have neither a government 
nor an opposition,’ says 
Mapam secretary-general 
Victor Shemtov. The 


leftist politician and

Foreign Affurs and Defence Com- 
mittee.” 

The Mapam leader maintuined 
that Begin had rulroaded this major 
piece of legislatinn through the 
Ifause so that neither the ἴεν - 
makers nor the ministers could hive 
time to consider the bill's implica- 
tions. Begin's considerations were 
related primirily τὸ the situation at 
home. “All the talk about timing did 
nul sound serious tu me, especially 
that bit about gelting away with it 
hecause the world was concerned 
with Poland.” 

Returning te my earlier question 
ahout there being no opposition, 
Shemtov declared. “Look whit 
we've come lo: we have neither αὶ 
government nor an opposition. 
Begin caught Labour quite un- 
prepared. Mapam had a clearcut 
position on the Golan issue, bul 
Lubour did not and it disintegrated 
aver the vole.” 


He feared the Golan Law had 
caused [sraet much hurm: relations 
with the U.S. had been strained un- 
necessurily, a marked improvement 
in ties with France had been im- 
puired, and the law hud deepened 
Israel's international isolation, but 
above ull, he discerned a growing 


‘threat of military escalation along 


Israel's northern front. “The bill 
was completely without benefit: it 
did not add a single village or a 
Single settler to the Heights," he 
said. 

What also upset Shemtov was the 
negative effect of the Golan Law on 
international opinion. “The impres- 
sion has been created that Isruel is 
about to siart a war across the 
forthern border," when the truth is 
that -it is the Syrians who persist in 
not joining the peace process and in 
keeping their military option ready. 


"Should fighting break out, no one 


will believe that it's’ not Israel's 


“fault, he suid mournfully. 


᾿ However, he pointed out thal 
both the terrorists and Damascus 
realized any provocation on their 
part, might lead to war with unfor- 
tunitte results for them, hence they 


vere carefully weighing their 
, Moves.-Another element which 


must be taken into account-was the 


Soviet Union. “T. have! grounds: to 


helieve it will exert a restraining in- 
Nuence over the Syrians, just as the 
US. is trying lo use its good offices 
τὸ moderate the positions af all the 
sides involved." he declared. 


RETURNING to home ground, 
Shemtov retlected on the “role that 
might be played in regional 
developments by a prime minister 
who was so unpredictable and by ἃ 
defence minister with such a 
warlike image." He compared the 
present government with thal of the 
{wo premiers he had served under. 
“When Golda and Rabin were al 
the helm, the Arabs, the Americans 
and the Russians knew precisely 
whul the government would be like- 
ly todo. But with Begin, no one can 
predict what he is about to do. 
Therein lies the danger.” When 
even cabinet members don’t know 
what to expect, how can we expect 
outsiders to know?" he asked. 
When | mentioned Sharon's urgu- 
ment that it was to Israel's benefit lo 
be considered unpredictable, Shem- 
tov reacted with a terse “That's in- 
fantile.” Indeed, it was difficult 
even for Israelis, including Likud 
leaders, to know where the govern- 
ment stood on major issues, he said. 
As dn example, he recalled that on 
the very day the premier had reas- 
sured Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak that Israe! would fulfil its 
Peace treaty obligations and com- 
plete the Sinai withdrawal on 
schedule, the defence minister had 
told the cabinet “it's all to the good 
that the U.S. and Egypt not take the 
fate of the rest of Sinai for granted. 


Who speaks the truth, Begin or 


Sharon?” Shemtoy usked. 

Shemtov is disturbed by thoughts 
of what may happen ufter the April 
withdrawal from Sinai. He does not 
doubt that Begin will honour the 
withdrawal timetable, but “one 


month after that, the whole world - 


will have forgotten we handed back 
the whole of Sinai,” he added dark- 
ly, Shemtov foresees the U.S., the 
USSR and other nations demanding 
thal {srae] tackle the Palestinian is- 


sue as tequired by the Camp Duvid - 


accords. “It was Premier Begin who 
signed the commitment to 


recognize the ‘legilimate rights of ᾿ 


the Palestinians:' Truc, he 
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franslited it differently in the 
Hebrew translation, but it's the 
original English text that counts.” 

In his view, the Likud govern- 
ment is incapable of honouring this 
obligation. Nor does he think the 
Begin administration can imple- 
ment the zutonomy scheme. “I'm 
convinced that if no effort is made 
towards finding a sulution to the 
Palestinian problem, we are in 
danger of facing a serious threat ol 
military escalation," he said. Pursu- 
ing this theme, Shemtov sid that 
“[sruel is now in the grips of the 
samie mood that existed just before 
the Yom Kippur War, Once again, 
they're saying that time is not work- 
ing in our favour. No doubt, Israet is 
extremely strong militarily, and the 
Arabs are incapable of pushing us 
into the sen. However, they are cer- 
tainly resourceful enough to initiate 
a military action that will produce a 
political chain reuction of some 
consequence.” 

“In the next stage of the Shemtov 
scenario, the two superpowers will 
join hands to impose a settlement in 
the Middle East. “We've never 
faced a situation like the present 
one in which an Israeli initiative is 
So necessary to further the peace 
process. Regretfully, the Begin 
government lacks the talent needed 
for such a dramatic step.” | 


NATURALLY we discussed what is 


known as the Shemlov-Yariv For-. 


mula. Was it still relevant? “Most 
certainly", he declared, “and par- 
ticularly since Premier Begin’s com- 
mitment at Camp David to bring 
Palestinian representatives into the 
negotiations. [I even told President 
Carler they could be pro-PLO ele- 
ments, on condition they not serve 
in that capacity. If we wish to 
achieve peace on the eastern front, 
we must negotiate with Jordan and

THE MAPAM leader smiled with 
gralification when I remarked that 
since the vote on the Golan Liaw no 
one was usking whether Mapam was 
an independent partly, Was this a 
harbinger of things to come, with 
voices becoming louder in both 
Labour and Mapam for disbanding 
the Alignment? 

Shemtov pondered the basics. 
Mupam was a small and 
homogeneous party, the laller was 
its strength, the former ils 
weakness. Labour was a big party 
and heterogenous, which he con- 
sidered both its strength and its 
weakness, Labour was currently 
divided into various camps and the 
rift between hawks and doves has 
paralysed the party. In Mapai's hey- 
day, thal party was pluralistic but 
the mainstream under Ben-Gurion's 
leadership dominated policy- 
making and the various minority 
groups toed the line.

And what's worse, to my sorrow, 
Labour lacks an agreed leadership.

As long as 
Labour doesn't put its house in 
order and sel up a collective 
leadership, it will continue to be in 
deep crisis.” i 

That, says Shemtov, was the main 
source of the weakness the Align- 
ment has displayed six months aller 
emerging on par with the Likud 
Knesset elections, “We are deeply 
interested in the Alignment being & 
fighting opposition in the 10th 
Knesset. It must show it has a0 
alternative to the Likud’s program- 
me,” the Mapam leader said. 

He admitted that since the elec- 
lions the Alignment has not func- 
tioned as an opposition. ‘How can 
we fight the government if some of 


τ our Labour comrades are constanl- 


ly planning to join a national 
Pa crament Shemtov asked. He 
preferred calling it “a government 
of national paralysis rather than one 
of national ‘unity. These matters

They provide the ateady, 
low heat that is perfect for all sorts 
of casseroles and slews und cven, 
under controlled conditions, for 
chnlent.

FAR MORE difficult is the por- 
table kerosene heater, although the 
oldfashioned round variely are far 
more suitable for the culinarily in- 
clined than the “fireside” reflector 
type, although the latler, too, can 
usually be provided with little at- 
tachments on which to pul ει pot. 

I recall fondly my student days 
when, on one snowy winter's day, a 
friend and | spent an entire after- 
noon cooking pancakes on a 
kerosene heater to celebrate the 
fact that our lectures had been 
cancelled. To make our pancakes, 
we mixed a package of self-rising 
flour, a packet of vanilla sugar, 
about half a bar (100-125 gm.) of 
melted margarine, two eggs and 
about a cup of milk. 

My friend, who remembered the 
recipe as one his mother had often 
used, could not make pancakes with 
a smaller amount of ingredients: 
and we ended up inviting in most of 
the residents of our floor in the stu- 
dent hostel in which we lived. The 
only one who was unhappy about 
the incident was the house-mother, 
who threatened to confiscate my 
frying pan if she ever found us cook- 
ing in the room again. 

In the years that have gone by 
since then, the fashion seems Lo be 
in the direction of fireplaces, either 
as a principle or un auxiliary means 
of heating. While 1 would not sug- 
gest cooking your stew over an open 
fire, this is particularly suitable tor 
some dishes. Naturally, anyone who 


But uside from thal, the fire is 
wonderful for roasting vegetables. 
Anyone who has ever attended a 
Lag B'Omer bonfire knows that a 
raw onion, put in the ashes, comes 
out beautifully steamed in its own 
juices, 

Another excellent vegeatable is, 
of course, the potato, well scrubbed 
and wrapped in aluminium foil. Bui 
perhaps less familiar is the sweet 
Potato. This, which usually needs 
long cooking, can be roasted in 


aluminium foil in about half gn.- 


hour. For roasting in a fire, choose 
large yams, where it won't matter if 
a few centimetres of outer skin are 
charred. 


FINALLY, there are those unfor- - 


tunales whose homes are heated by 
central heating, where, in all too 


many cases, the radiators can hardly " 


bring themselves to cast off their 
own chill, much less generate 
enough heat to cook anything. Even 
here, I have a Suggestion, meagre 
though it may be. 

Prepare a pot of rice in the usual 
way, by frying a cupful in a few 
tablespoons of oil, adding two cups 
of boiling water and a teaspoon of 
salt and simmering until the rice 
shows itself to be done by forming ἡ 


_ holes on the surface. 


At this point, set the pot next to 
the radiator. Cook the rest of your

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Double revival 


THEATRE/Mende! Kohansky 


THE HAIFA THEATRE’S revival 
of A.B. Yehoshua's 4 Night in May 
brings back a play of considerable 
merit, under the sensitive direction 
of Ami Gazit. Somehow it looks 
better now than it did 12 years ago 
when it was first seen; I don't know 
whether the production is better, or 
whether the lapse of time has en- 
dowed the play with an enhancing 
patina. 

The night in May of the play is 
the night all of us who lived in Israel 
in 1967 remember well, when the 
whole nation held its breath in ex- 
pectation of dire events; the night 
which ended on the morning of May 
23, when Kol Yisrael announced 
that Nasser had closed the Tiran 
Straits, and things indeed began to 
happen. 

Not all of us, however, spent thal 
night in the manner of the 
characters populating Yehoshua's 
play, a group of people each con- 
cerned with his or her troubles, all 
lonely, mixed-up individuals, their 
personal problems aggravated by 
the tense national situation. 

A Night in Mav is not a play aboul 
the Six Day War but about unhappy 
people, the war, or rather, the ex- 
pectation of war serving as 
background. The central character 

is the 39-year-old Avinoam, a con- 
fused, footloose individual, who 
lives with an older woman and is in- 


ordinately attached to his sister 
Tirza. The latter is married to Assaf, 
a serious-minded psychiatrist, but 
still carries a torch for her first hus- 
band Amikam, a poet now working 
for Unesco, collecting folksongs in 
Africa. Amikam has just come 
home having heard that war is 
impending, and Avinoam, who has 
always regretted his sister's divorce, 
brings the two together. 


THERE ARE many comings and 
goings in the Jerusalem house of 
Tirza and Assaf that night. First 
Avinoam arrives from Tel Aviv, 
then Amikam, accompanied by 
Noa, 8 teenage girl, “an aspiring 
singer” he picked up along the way 
from Africa, Avinoam takes the girl 
for a walk so as to leave the two 
together; Assaf comes home to find 
his wife with her former husband; 
Avinoam's mistress turns up looking 
for him; Tirza's senile mother 
wanders in and out babbling about 
the little people she sees underfoot. 
The play ends at six in the morn- 
ing with the radio announcement 
that the emergency has begun. 
Avinoam and Amikam go olf to join 
their units. Assaf goes off to the 
hospital, and the women remain 
alone with their unresolved 
problems. 
This is a skilfully-woven web of 
tangled relationships, the strands

ANOTHER BIT of history, this one 
taking us back about four decades, 
Zokara's Shmulik, written and 
directed by Hagit Rechavi, u 
presentation of the Young People’s 
Theatre, is based on the letters and 
diaries of, and reminiscences aboul, 
two real-life youngsters who lost 
their lives in the Palmah, Shmulik in 
a training accident, Zohara in a 
plane crash. During the brief periad 
from the day they met at Kibbutz 


Ein Harod unti! Shmulik’s death, 


the two carried on a romance, and it 
is the story of young love with which 
the play is chiefly concerned. 


Shmulik and Zohara were ob- 


viously two extraordinary in- 


dividuals, full of spirit and 
tenderness, idealistic youngsters 
who were willing to put service to 
the nation above their personal ad- 
vancement and their love for each 
other, - 

The play consists of short scenes 
which change quickly without uny 
transition — a technique borrowed 
from the movies which works well 
here. There is humour in it — 
juvenile humour naturally, con- 
sidering the youth of all the 
characters, and poignancy, and a 
reminder of the days when at least 
part of the nation’s youth acted out 
of idealism. 

Ami Traub und Haya Pick make 
an attractive Shmulik and Zohara. 
The others in the cast are Rose 
Meshichi, Shai Schwartz and 
Shimon Ben-Arie, Ὁ 5 
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SHOWING US the British docu- 
drama, Strike, about the birth of 
Solidarity, struck me as an example 
of black humour in Television 
House. The film glorified strikes: 
through no fault of the planners, we 
saw it on Tuesday night, immediate- 
ly afler the news report that a 
general strike by all civil servants 
was going to puralyse Isract on the 
following day, just as if we were sud-

minister likes to lead us into, it was 
this week, with the world αἱ most un- 
animous in condemning Isracl for a 
minor pecadillo like annexing the 
Gotan, but not prepared to breathe 
a word of criticism of the Enstern 
European dictators for the enslave- 
ment of a nation. 

The message of Strike was 
“workers of the world, unite, you 
have nothing to lose but your 
chains; give me liberty or give me 
death; these are the times that try 
men’s souls; right must triumph in 
the end, if you hold out long 
enough, virtue will be rewarded, 
Polish trade unions will flourish, 
Poland may even regain her 
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national liberty." Great, inspiring 
stuff. ?

THE BLACK HUMOUR of the 
situation was aggravated by the way 
the film was made. The people 
casting British films these days 
think that they have hit on an in- 
genious way of making films about 
foreign working-classes: the British 
actors, most of whom, [ am sure, 
normally talk with flawless Oxford 
accents — after numerous elocution 
lessons in London — assume what 
they believe to be the accents of 
British labourers in the Norih and 
the Midlands.

So, in 
this film, Lech Walesa and the other 
heroes of the Lenin shipyards in 
Gdansk talked a weird and uncouth 
English, to distinguish their speech 
from that of the villainous, 
sophisticated Communist leaders 
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from Warsaw, 

1 must admit that T huve not the 
slightest grain of knowledge gs to 
whether this theory is correct, and 
whether the workers of Gdansk talk 
ina special dinlect of Pulish that dis- 
tinguishes them from General Wo. 
Jeiech Juruzelski and the educated 
Warsaw monsters running Poland, 
But I must say that the British ac. 
lors acting British labourers from 
Brum and Galasga acting Polish 
shipyard workers sounded us con- 
vincing as the Oxford Dramatic 
Society performing a play about 
blacks in the deep South of the 
U.S. The show did resemble the 
T.U.C. quarrelling with Michael 
Foot. 

For me, personally, the problem

George Robey and Edmund Glenn 
— how they made us laugh! So, on 
Tuesday night, { was half-expecting 
Walesa to tell us funny stories about 
his mother-in-law, or to sing a funny 
song, at the film's most dramatic 
moments, 

There was only one moment 
when Strike bore any resemblance 
to anything Polish. This was when 
the lady of ample charms from War- 
saw came to play a Chopin 
polonaise to the enthralled strikers. 
She really struck the right nole — 
the first time this had happened 
throughout the film. 


SEVERAL TIMES in my recent 
reviews I have commended the 
programme planners of Television 
House for their good choice of 
films, both golden oldies and 
modern TV films. It has struck me 
that [ have been slow on the uptake, 
and that 1 have failed to note a 
revolutionary change that has taken 
place in the selection of our enter- 
tainments: we no longer get thriller 
series, like Starsky and Hutch, but 


* are being treated to films instead. 


Whether this change is merely ac- 
eldental and temporary, I do not 
know, but 1 must admit thal 1 am 
enjoying it, at least for the time be- 
ing. Now that 1 direct my mind to 
the matter, I do miss my usual cou- 


ple of murders a week, all neatly 
solved, and with the villains brought 
to book by familiar and much-liked 
heroes. But these thrillers tend to 
become repetitive, like break[ast 
menus, The problem, the pursuit, 
the bringing to justice — the 
package does become rather muss- 
produced. So let us have films in- 
stead for a while, by alt means. 

When Spencer Tracy got off that 
(rain at Black Rock, I knew in my 
bones that we were going lo have a 
very good 90 minutes. That man 
could certainly portray integrity and 
grim, underlying strength like 
nobody else ever could. There was 
something about the set of his jaw 
which made us realize that the bad- 
dies were going to get their come- 
uppance in the end, although the 
odds in their favour were something 
like 10 to one, 

Even when he was allowing them 
lo have it all their own way, we 
knew that he was just biding his 
time. Then the climactic moment 
came, in the saloon, when the 
clumsy bully baited hint once too 
ofien. With only one arm, old 
Spencer beat him up in one of the 
best fight scenes | have ever seen. 
He must have been a mighty tough 
hombre before he lost that arm in 
Italy. it was very enjoyable, with an 
original plot and many surprises. —

always right. Otherwise, how could 
the crowds admire him? 


BELMONDO'S image requires that 
each new film have at least fuur or 
five thugs who are beaten up, one or 
two chases in which cars do alot ul 
bumping into each other and get 
wrecked, and a choice of firearms 
that are always handy and used to 
perfection. But unlike James Bond. 
the mechanical devices are never 
more than marginal in Belmondo's 
case: his extraordinary capabilities 
are the real secret of his success. 

In Le Professiennel, Belmondo 
plays a secret service agent seit lo 
wipe out an African teader, onty to 
discover when he gets to Africa that 
lop policy at home has αὶ 
Promoting French interests in the 
Black -Continent requires giving 
the agent away to the enemy, who 
has put on the disguise of un aly. 

Belmondo being Belmondo, a 
loner with a deep sense of ethics 
und an unlimited reserve of energy. 
he escapes from the African jail, 
returns to Paris and decides to shou 
his bosses, in his own way, that ne 
one plays such a dirty wick on a 
marvellous person like hin. 

One could argue (hat films like 
The Spy Who Came in From the Cok, 
have already shown how ugly and 
amoral ali this skulduggery is, how

sucrificed, und how ugly the 
representatives of the law can he.

DEREK STEIN, originally trom 
Neweastle, England, is a throwback 
lo early 20th century England, In 
his second Jerusalem show of water- 
colours, he offers mainly portraits, a 
few vignettes of figure compositions 
and some beautifully made flower 
pieces.

THE BERLIN SECESSION — - 


Modernism and its Enemies in 
Imperial Germany. By Peter Puret. 
Cambridge and London, Harvard 
Universily Press. 269 pp. £10.50 


THE MOST interesting develop- 
ment in the art world of late is the 
wide acceptance of the concept of 
Pluralism. Only a few decades ago 
diehards were still fighting battles 
against abstraction, then deriding 
Pop art and the very idea of video 
and conceptual art, Now, 
everything goes, 

If things were very different in 
both the Thirties and Fifties, they 
were even more different before 
World War One. In Germany, art 
was, variously, a patriotic, political 
and social weapon; and even artists 
not primarily interested in politics 
aroused fierce resentment when they 
ventured to explore a new aesthelic. 


Prof. Paret’s eminently readuble: ἡ 


study of the Berlin Secession is a 
reminder of how early modernism 
was hemmed in by all sorts οἱ 
enemies; and in [mperial Germany 
even by the Kaiser himself. 

The author has personal links 
with the two pillars of the Secession, 
hoth Jews: publisher and dealer 
Pau) Cassirer was his grandfather, 
while, us a child, Paret was taken to 
visit Mux Liebermann in his studio 
(Liebermann, a great painter, lived 


too long: he sold his first painting: 


only a year after the birth of modern 
Germany and survived long enough 
lo be booted out of the Berlin 
Academy he once headed when the 
Nazis came to’ power; he died, sick 
at heart, a few years ‘later and his 


widow committed gulcide’ after, hia’ 


house was ransacked.

monograph. The Secession's ex- 
hibitions survived into’ the middle 
Twenties, It was not ideology, but 
liberalism that kept them going, [ed 
by Liebermunn’s belief that 
pluralism advanced good painting. 
Imperial Germany had felt itseli 
threatened by France, the Jews, 
“internationalism™ und any signs of 
newness. Yet Liebermann and Cus- 
sirer were able to bring to Germany 
the carly works of Munch, Klimt. 
Picasso Derain, Marquet, 
Viamink, and Matisse. The Seces- 
sion itself embraced all sorts of ar- 
tists, some. of them particularly ‘un- 
popular with the authorities, like 
Kaethe Kollwilz. Ἡ helped pave the 
way of the German Expressionists. 
The Secession had ils ups and 
downs and its own internal feuds 
and mini-secessions. When Nolde 
-was expelled for his anti-liberul 
views he turned the full force of his 
anti-Semitism on Liebermann. This 
was the racist who was “tortured by 
nat knowing whether.cubism ind 
consiructivism were, created Ὁ 
Jews and briginated ἢ the Jewis| 
mentality," Poor Role. He was a 
brilliant painter but .an unlovuble 
type. Nobody wanted him, not even 


to join, They exhibited him with 
the “degenerates.” 

The Secessionists, wha hud suc- 
ceeded in putting art before 
patriotism, rallied to the colours in 
1914. Many German artists 
volunteered and Mare und Macke 
of the Blaue Reiter were among 
those killed. Cassirer won an Iron 
Cross as an overage volunteer 
despatch rider. Even Juilius Meier- 
Graefe, the liberal (and Jewish) art 
critic who supported the Secession, 
wrote in Cassirer's periodical 
Kriegszeit, “All political parties 
march towards the same goal, and 
url must follow.’ In 1916 this 
periodical was replaced with Cns- 
sirer's fortnightly Der Bitdermann, 
whose contributors included such 
familiar names as Mux Brod and 
poel-artist Else Lasker-Schiler, 
who later worked in Jerusalem. 
Also exhibiting with the scccs- 
sionists was Hermann Struck. Lovis 
Corinth, for a time the unsuccesslul 
feader of the Secession when 
Liebermann took ἃ rest, was the 
teucher of our own Jacob 
Steinhardt. 

Critics have been unable to ἔμ} 
the research that went into this

_ The piazza is medieval not only in 
history and architecture, but in 
function. It still serves as a gather- 
ing place for its citizens. It was 
noontime when we arrived there. and 
the place was swarming with stu- 
dents eating their lunches and 
catching up on their homework, 
mothers with children and elderly 
citizens standing in groups discuss- 
ing the affairs of the day. 

_ Most streets in Siena are jnacces- 
sible to motor traffic, narrow and 
winding as they are.

The main house, which naw dil- 
fers litle from the loth-century 
original, is “a magnificent palace 
adequate for the entertainment of 
any numerous group of gentlemen,” 
in the wards of Tamaso Porcachi, 
the Tuscan writer, and indeed it 
welcomed all sorts of distinguished 
visitors, including royalty. 

Villa Sfondrati became Villa 
Serbelloni when Lhe property pas- 
sed into the hands of the Serbelloni

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18th century. About one hundred 
years later the villa was bought by 
the Prineipessa della Torre e Tasso, 
born Ella Walker, the daughter οἱ 
whisky baron Hiram Walker. The 
Principessa was married three 
times, first τὸ a German nobleman, 
then to a Wall Street mugnate, and 
finally tu an Italian prince whe gave 
her the resound title (the of 
biography of the Principessa spei 
of the Prince as a “rather insigniti- 
cnt pecsen.” 

None of those marriages 
produced uny issue, and when the 
Prinapessi reached an adsanced age 
she donated the villa. including the 
collection of antique furniture, 
paintings, tapestries, objets d'art, 
plus a handsome dowry, to the 
Rockefeller Foundation, to be used 
us an inlemuational study and conven- 
tion vente.

WILLIAM TREVOR'S short-story 
calleclion Beyond the Pale (London, 
The Bodley Head, 256 pp., £6.95) is 
the Irishman’s t3th book in 17 
years. Like most of his previous 
work, this collection offers more 
oblique slants on the munifeld 
uspects of love — especially, as he 
has done increasingly in recent 
years, on the stranger forms of love. 

Trevor proves there is still fresh 
commentary to be made on such 
well-plowed lields us adultery (“The 


Paradise Lounge"), the schoolgirl Β 


crush (Mr. Tennyson) and udop- 
lion hates ("Being Stolen From”). 
But as inventive as he is with the 


. commonplace theme, he shows 


himself intrepid and wise where 
others may fear to tread, such as in 
the marriage of mutual perversity 
and pity (The Bedroom Eyes al 
Mrs. Vansittart™), or in the father- 
daughter relationship hapelessty en- 
tangled in good intentions and mis- 
understundings (“Downstairs at 
Fitzgerald's"). 

Perhaps the most fully realized of 
the stories is “Autumn Sunshine,” 9 
verituble novel in 25 pages aboul un 
elderly Irish churchman betrayed 
by his youngest and favourite 
daughter and her layabout lover 
who toys with terrorism. As in the 
other stories, Trevor shows he can 
be sentimental and hard-hitting all 
at once. He is not above wringing 
the heart, bul he never strikes below 
the belt to make his impact.

Aroon St. Charles thinks her 
governess is a dear, that Daddy is ἃ 
saint, that brother Hubert is a brick, 
and that Hubert's school chum is in 
love with her, With artistic cunning, 
Keane works her way around her 
narrator to let the reader know that 
governess a psycho, that Duddy isn 
rake, that Hubert is 4 clod, and that 
Richard is in love with none other 
than Hubert.

THE PLIGHT of Angela Bradbury, 
37-year-old mother and daughter. 
will strike a chord in the hearts of all 
women deafened by the plaint, 
“Other families aren't like this!" 
Because, overwhelmingly, they are, 
as Margaret Forster confirms in this 
lively and often painful novel. 

The author of Georgy Girl. 
Forster artfully scatters clues to her 
three-generational tangle of mother 
and daughter relationships 
throughout her latest book.

In brilliantly observed vignettes of 
Angela the mother, Forster shows 
how Angela's perception of her own 
childhood affects the way she rears 
her daughter. But in freeing Sadie

breach?" Rejecting her parents” 
“painful tidiness™ she has reared a 


. “slob.” Having shrugged off uny 


display of her own needs, she finds 
her daughter how cannot respond to 
them. :

Nor does Forster present Valerie's 
relationship with her mother in nny 
better a light. “Nothing was spon- 
taneaus.

Valerie's bchuviour with their dying 
chores, Angela fecls guilty both for ‘mother is a purody of her own 


betraying ‘her parents’ standards failure. 
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THE CLUE to Forster's concentra- 
tion on the women in the family is 
given when mother insists that 
Angela's life, despite all the labour- 
saving devices she enjoys, is more 
harassed than her's ever was. There 
is a significant difference in the 
generation gap between fathers and 
sons and mothers and daughters. 
Forster hints; for Angela's tife has 
equipped her with very different 
standards and perceptions from her 
mother's, and it is these that she 
must try lo reconcile with old ways 
that her mother never questioned. 
und that may still be valid. 

Only after her mother's death 
does Angela begin freeing herself ol 
resentment and guilt. And it is

THE ELEVATORS οἵ Herul, asub- 
sidiury of Solel Boneh, have just 
become the first in the country etigi- 
ble to carry the prestigious tar teken, 
the emblem of the tsruel Standards 
Institute. But T could hardly believe 
my cars when Moshe Segura, head 
of Herut's clevatar department, tald 
me that Israeli Standard 24 is & 
purely voluntary one. Quite legal- 
ly,he said, ‘‘anyone — 8 
greengrocer, a pharmacist, a doctor 
— could decide lomorrow he wants 
to be a lift manufacturer, and 
proceed (a import or make parts, 
assemble them and service them.” 

Strictly speaking, Segura is cor- 
rect. The Ministry of Industry and 
Trade has mot yet decided io 
declare the recently-revised stan- 
dard 24 an “official” one, which 
would make it obligatory for 
manufacturers, but the matter is in 
“an advanced slage of discussion.” 
Nor has the Ministry of Labour any 
required training or licensing of lift 
technicians. 

There are, however, some safety 
provisions under the control of 
various ministries. The number οἱ 
different authorities responsible for 
some aspect of clevatur supervision 
is undoubtedly ει major reason lor 
the disorder and confusion in this 
danger-ridden field. 

The Ministry of Interior, for in- 
stance, issues regulations by which 
municipalities may grant building 
permits. A couple of years ago the 
Interior Minister decreed thut per- 
mils for buildings with elevators 
must require the contraclor to 
purchase only those that conform 
with Standard 24. Avraham 
Baruchowitz, whe is responsible for 
regulations and thelr enactment in 
the Ministry, who told me this, said 
that “in effect, this makes Standard 
24 a compulsory standard,” 

Segura ut Herut disagrees. He 
says thal, in his experience, no con- 
tractor has yet demanded that a lit 
sold to him meet the standard. Only 
since receiving the Standard In- 
stitule’s dav teken on November 19 
has Herut been obligated to 
produce exactly in accordance with 
the revised local standard, (Segura 
says that some 8 to 10 per cent of 
the technical specifications on 
Herut lifts had to be adapted to 
bring them into line. 


THE SUPERVISION of safety in 
elevators is the province of the 
Labour Ministry, under the powers 
‘of the Safety Ordinances of 1970, 
which mainly. concern industrial 
safety but which include lifts 


τὸς wherever_they are installed. Before 


‘any new elevator is handed over to 
“ils owners, it is required to undergo 
a safety check by an authorized in- 
Spector, who is an engineer (rained 
and certified for this task by the 
Labour Ministry. : 
The company installing the litt 
has a list of inspectors — from a list 
of about 35 to choose from — and 
pays his fee. The inspector may upp-

These sx are organized into what 
they call “the club” within the 
Manufacturers’ Association. 
Together they contro) at least 70 per 
cent of lift installation in Israel, ac- 
cording to Segura. He says there are 
some half dozen small companies 
which assemble and install lifts, and 
anviher 15 to 20 companies — 
which he refers to us “hoppers” — 
who merely service lifts of alt sorts. 
Each Club member will service his 
own lifts, but won't touch those of 
his competitors. 


ONCE A LIFT passes the initial in- 
spection, its owners — whether 
landlord or house commiltee — 
become legally reponsible for hav- 
ing it checked by an authorized in- 
spector every six months. His fee is 
a few hundred shekels for a smail 
residential lift. Fortunately for 
public safety, these inspectors do 
nol wait to be asked, bul go around 
to their regular customers (those 
buildings they checked at installu- 
tion time) every half-year like 
clockwork — as long as his fee is 
paid. If it isn't, it is the job of the 
Labour Ministry's Inspection 
Department to send out reminders 
to the owners, and even take them 
to court if necessary. 

In practice, virtuaily ail lifts are 
also bound by a regular service con- 
{rast to some company, either the 
manufacturer's own or another one 
which mukes monthly maintenance 
visits and comes oul on call 
whenever something goes wrong. 
This is supposed to keep the lift in 
safe, dependable working order. 

if the semi-annual visit of the 
Ministry-certified engineer dis- 
closes some minor irregularity (such 
as a malfunctioning light or a mis- 
alignment), this is reported in 
writing to the owners, who pass on 
the message to their service com- 
pany. 

Tf, however, the inspector finds 
an elevator in such poor condition 
that he considers it unsafe, he 
reports this right away fo the 
Inspection Department. [t in turn 
can issue an immediate injunction 
forbidding use of the elevator until 
repairs are made, ministry represen- 
tatives can come oul and remove 
the fuses, or put a lock on the 
mechanism. 

Few people would risk trying Lo 
use a dangerous /ift which the 
ministry has ordered shut off, 1 was 
told by Peter Magnus, acting chief 
labour inspector. He estimates that 
there are some 25,000 to 30,000 lifts 
in use in the country, and thinks 
thal most of them are listed on the 
ministry's register. Under a 
gentleman's agreement, he said, all 
installation companies notify the 
ministry of a new address before 
delivery of the mechanisms. The 
ministry is switching over to ἃ com- 
puterized method of keeping tabs 
on owners about their semi-annual 
inspections. 

Outside sources, however, in- 
cluding two service companies and 
one certified inspector, told me 
there are elevators in the country 
which manage to evade regular in- 
spection, and some which are not 
even under a regular service con- 
tract, No one was willing lo estimate 
how nny, or whal percentage of, 


lifts go in uninspected. But as one of. 


them put it, “There are some, there 
awesome. 6. 


_IN THE CASE of injury or death as 
n result of an elevator accident, the 


. landlord vor house commitiec is 


legally responsible if negligence can 
be proved. While thitd party in- 


‘surance is not ‘compulsory in the 


case of elevators as it is in the case

of cars, this type of insurance is 
highly recommended, } was told by 
a leading Te) Aviv assessor, The 
particular policy involved contains 
a clause specifically including resi- 
dents of the building among the 
persons covered: otherwise, third 
parly insurance, as its name implies, 
excludes an owner. 

1ι is also possible, and desirable, 
to insure the parts of an elevator 
against damage, since these ure 
generally of included in service 
contracts after the first-year wur- 
“panty. 

Another duty of lift’ owners, 
though again not a legal require- 
ment, is lo familiarize themselves 
with the manual procedure for 
rescuing people from a stalled lift. 
Under the terms of the revised stan- 
dard, lift-mechanism rooms at the 
top of buildings must be equipped 
with a sign (usually in Hebrew only) 
giving directions on how to crank 
the lift up or down lo the nearest 
floor, As many adults as possible in 
each building should be familiar 
with this procedure and have access 
to keys to the machine room, which, 
by safety regulations, must be kept 
locked, Herut and other companies 
are quite happy to give demonsira- 
tion lessons in this procedure, which 
is not physically difficult. No one 
wants to keep passengers trapped in 
a lift waiting until a service com- 
pany arrives, which may be a maiter 
of hours. A part from this, however, 
Segura advises lift-owners not to at- 
tempt any repairs, not even chang- 
ing blown fuses, There is nothing il- 
legal about an owner trying to ser- 
vice his own lift, but amateurs can 
do more harm than good. 


STANDARD 24 also specifies thal 
every lift should carry a sign that 
children under 14 are forbidden to 
ride in {t unless accompanied by an 
adult. Even Magnus at the Labour 
Ministry feels this would be dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to enforce. 
“How is a child supposed to get up 
to the [4th floor except in the lift?” 
he asked. In practice, children 
generally-begin using lifts alone as 


soon as they can reach the buttons. 


As things stand, if the standard 
becomes compulsory the obligation 
will only be on the manufacturer to 


post such a sign. (-have net been: 


able to establish whether there is 
any legislation that would make it 


. an offence for parents to allow their 


childfen to use a lift-alone. 1 suspect 


- thal the main purpose of the sign is 


to absolve the manufacturer or 
owners of responsibility should a 
child: be injured. An. important 
safety feature which haa been re- 


quired of all new lifts in Israel since 
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1974 has been double doors, 
Magnus loid me. This ean prevent ἢ 
‘hand or foot getting caught between 
the cabin and the shaft wull of a 
moving lift, and can ensure that 
bicycles, prams, etc., do not get 
caught on the wali. There is discus- 
sion at present about requiring 
older, existing lifts to add an interior 
safety door, This would | involve 
owners in considerable capense, 
and is likely to be implemented only 
gradually. Seguru says that heavy 
furniture and appliances, if within 
the lif's weight capacity, can be 
carried without damage lo the lift, i 
loaded properly. A member of the 
house committee or the tenant 
himself should sand by to watch 
that the deliverymen work careful- 
ly. Segura also says care should be 
taken to wash floors in and around 
lifts only with 2 damp cloth, and not 
to slosh water which could drip into 
the shaft and cause damage or 
danger. 


THE DIRECTOR of the 
mechanical department at the Stan- 
dards Institute, Alex Moisescu, 
believes the updated Israeli Stan- 
dard compares favourably with 
European and American ones. He 
says that even if it does not become 
compulsory, the public should be 
aware that it exists, and they should 
buy flats only from those contrac- 
lors who supply lifts which carry a 
tav teken. In fact, Moisescu looks 
forward to the day when the Israeli 
flat buyer will get a certificate from 
his contractor that αἰΐ components 
in the building comply with the rele- 
vant Israeli standards. Flat buyers 
should also know that there are 
building codes specifying when a 
building must have more than one 
elevator and an emergency power 
source. Any building 27 metres or 
more high above the pillars must 
have two elevators, one of them 
large enough to accommodate a 
stretcher, and an emergency 
generator. Roughly speaking, this 
means a building of eight storeys or 
more, bul some lower ones must 
have more (han one elevator if very 
heavy traffic is to be expected. 


ANOTHER aspect of lift regulation 
is currently pending before the con- 
troller of monopolies and cartels 
within the Ministry of Industry and 
Trade. This is the right of small, in- 
dependent companies to compete 
with the manufacturers themselves 
for service contracts. The control- 
ler, Ze*ev Galmor, told me 
mgnapolies are forbidden only 
when they are found to be ex- 
ploiting consumers. His department 
looked into the matter and found 
that 80 to 90 per cent: of lift 
customers are linked by service 
contract to the manufacturers, and 
Galmor believds it is desirable to 
encourage the smaller service com- 
panies to provide price competition 
in the market. According to an in- 
terim decision, nianyfacturers myst 
soli spare parts to anyone who wants 
to buy them. There is still debate 


“about what technical information 


manufacturers may keep secret 
about their lifis, and what must be 
made public. in the interests of 
proper servicing by outside com- 
panies, Galmor feels that the pre- 
sent near-total secrecy. gives 
the manufacturers “tan unfair 
monopoly." Segura of Herut — 
reflecting the views of all the major 
companies — retorts that any com: 
pany is entitled to keep: secret the 
fruits of ils expensive technological 


research ahd development, and says © 


that local companies under 


knowhow agreements with foreign . 


‘firms are duty-bound to keep their 
blueprints: secret.. He -charges 


Galmor with “not understanding 
anything about lifts,” and says his 
policy of encouraging service by 
smal] companies will result in a 
catastrophic situation and may en- 
danger lives. Segura told me the big 
manufacturers have no objection to 
selling original spare parts to in- 
dependent service compunies, but 
siys they do not come to buy — 
“they improvise parts, or can- 
nibalize parts from existing lifts.” 


Defending the higher service 
charges of big companies, double or 
more what the small independents 
charge, Segura says the manufactur. 
ters have staff engineers as well as 
technicians, train their people here 
and abroad, muintain supplies of 
original parts, and have a [leet of 
vehicles with radio contact. Herut 
and other major companies take 
about {87,500 a year for 
maintenance on the smaijest, 
simplest residential lifts. This covers 
a monthly visit to check, grease and 
align and lift, plus 24-hour 
emergency service. Small com- 
panies which claim to provide the 
same take only about 183,600 a 
year. 

Till recently, prices were under 
government control, and the giants 
would prefer this to the policy of en- 
couraging widespread price com- 
petition. But Galmor says there are 
so many categories of lifts that stan- 
dardized service charges are almost 
impossible. 

Galmor wants a standard con- 
tract form for servicing. This would 
do away with such intolerable 
clauses in the contracts of some of 
the small companies, such as 
promising 24-hour emergency s- 
vice “except in unforeseen circum- 
stances or military reserve duty.” 
Companies unable to meet the 


minimum demands of a standard - 


contract would have to go out of 
business. 


GALMOR and Magnus are both 
calling for a law making it 
obligatary for maintenance men to 
be trained and licensed. They are 
thinking in terms of Labour 
Ministry courses and tests, but 
Segura feels that a man musi be 
licensed for the particular brand of 
lift he wants lo service, as there are 
so many differences between one 
and another. Galmor points out that 
asimilar claim could be made in the 
automobile industry, which would 
also like to have everyone service 
his car αἱ the more expensive gar- 
ages of the importers. - 

But the total lack of compulsory 
training and licensing is certainly 
not the way to protect the customer, 
and one enterprising consumer 
group has not waited [or official ac- 


_ tion on the matter, 


A voluntary association, the 
Organization of High-Rise Houses

The organization, headed by Ar 
mand Béeraru, represents some [ἢ 
high-rise buildings, and deals with 
all their’ special problems. Of πῇ 
servicers, Beraru says they genoral- 
ly come ‘out promptly, but often 
have to-make a return visit for the 
game malfunction ‘within a short 
time, a situation he blames on the 
lack of ° professionally-trained 
technicians. ᾿ sa
